GOVERNOR?^S MESSAGE. 


i « EXECUTIVE OFFICE, U, T., H 
L. City, Dec. 11, 1865. j 
. Genticmen of the Legislative Assembly: ‘ 
As the Executive of this Territory it becomes at this time, my 

duty to suggest to you such publie measures as in my oy? nion 
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should claim your consideration at the present session of the 
Legislature. . 

efore doing so, however, permit me to rongranitate you and 
the people upon the comparatively, peaceful condition of the 
Republic. : A : 

"ho year-which has elapsed since the last session of your body, 
is the most brilliant in our national annals. A great and deadly 
conspiracy against the nation’s life, has been crushed. It has 
heen demonstrated that the Republic contains within itself the 
elements necessary to its preservation. The evil cause of the 
conspiracy has been yes cone away. ‘ 

The dignity of labor has been nobly vindicated. The manhood, 
the humanity of four millions of human beings has been 
demonstrated and acknowledged. The Government by a most 
solemn obligation taken in the day of our extremest peril, has 
pound itself to recognize and maintain their freedom. 

And with the accomplishment of the patriotic purpose which 
called it into being, our mighty army, the hereditary terror of a 
free republic; the frequent means under ambitious leaders of sub- 
verting the liberties of the people, has peacefully dispersed, has 
bes absorbed in the industrious and producing classes of our 
citizens. ^ 

These 1esults have been attained too, without pecuniary assist- 
ance from other nations. The abundance of our domestic wealth 
has sufficed for all our wants; our national credit is unumpan ed, 
—is even strengthened by the magnitude of our sacrifices. 

These great achievements are not attributable to the efforts of 
man alone; to the wisdom of our statesmen, or to the mulitary 
wenius of our commanders. Our hopes for the futwe of the 
Republic are brightened and strengthened by the conviction that 
he Benificent Father of all in the hour of our peril has vouch- 
iafed to us His gracious aid; that the God of Nations has guided 
ur eounselgrs; that the God of Battles has given to our chieftains 
h the feld, the assistance of His strong arm. "We may conii- 
cently hope that in the future, there are for us only the moie 
fratifying victories of peace; conquests in the department of 
iyviculture and commerce, of science and the arts. 

DEATH OF GOVERNOR DOTY. 

Since your last session, one who was accustomed to advise with 
y« in matters of legislation, has, by a mysterious Providence 
ben removed from his chosen field of labor. On the 13th day 
of June last, Governor James Duane Doty departed this life. 
Insmuch as he was the Executive of this ‘Territory at the time 
of sis death, it is proper and becoming that I should upon this 
n express my sympathy with his family and the people 
in Xew ofthis solemn event. ` 
. Fom a long and intimate acquaintance with the deceased, 
it dves me pleasure to bear testimony to his superior abilities 
à» Bem T and to his many virtues as a citizen. 

Givernor Doty had for along period, enjoyed the esteem and 


i 
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eonfidence of his fellow citizens. "They had given him promi- 
nent positions, both in the Btate and National Councils, where 
hia, services proved creditable to himself, advantageous to his 
constituents and useful to his country. He was greatly attached 
to frontier life. He was a pioneer in the settlementsof Michigan 
and Wisconsin, and his predilection was exemplified in a request 
chat his remains should repose in Utah, his recently adopted

TERRITORIAL FINANCES. 


The annual reports of the Treasurer and Auditor are herewith ` 


submitted for your consideration. 

By them it appears that the finances of the Territory awe in a 
highly satis ctory condition, all claims upon the Treasury 
having been promptly met, and there still remaining in the 
hands of the Treasurer the sum forty-one thousand, eight 
hundred and fifty-five dollars and twenty-four cents. ~ 


TERRITORIAL MILITIA, - 
Isolated as are the people of this Territory, surrounded by 


Indian tribes, now happily at peace, but liable on slight prove | 


cation to become hostile, a thorough organization of the militis, 
is in the highest degree gr eel oye 

By the act organizing the Territory, it is provided that tle 
Governor shall be the commander-in-chief of the militia of tle 
Territory. This is substantially the same provision incorporatel 
m the constitution of each of the different States. 

Tt is not designed to provide thereby, that the Governor shi! 
take actual command of the militia in times of war, or shall pr- 
-onally superintend their organization and discipline in tine3 
of peace. As evidenced by the legislation in the different Stats, 
the proper construction of the provision is, that a staff, compis- 
ing an Adjutant-General and such other officers as are necessity 
beprovided for the Executive; that reports by all the proper sutor- 
dinate officers as to the organization, members, discipline md 
equipment of the militia be made to the Executive through his 
Adjutant-General, and that all such reports be preserved on 
the files of the Executive Office. 

An examination of the Territorial laws now in force in this 
Territory relative to the organization of the militia has satified 
me, that such laws are insufficient to compy with the require- 
ments of the organic act. No staff is provi for the Exective, 
nor are reports upon the points above indicated made ta him 
for his information and guidance, and for preservation anong 
therecords of bis office, 

I would respectfully recommend such further IERI as 
*hall be necessary to conform the Territorial militia law, o the 
requirements of the organic act. Upon this belng done md the 
proper statisties on file in the Executive Office, such certficates 
would form a foundation of a report by the 'Executiveto the 
Secretary of War, upon the receipt of which he would »e em- 
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powered to deposit. in the Territory for the use of the militia, 
auch arms as were needed for their equipment and organization. 
By Sus vente the efficiency of the militia would be greatly 
promoted. 4 . g 

I; may be proper for me ta state in this connection, that I 
‘have had the pleasure of being present at a review of the militia 
of Great Salt Lake county, and that I was much pleased with 
the evident care which had been bestowed on their training and 
equipment. 

COMMON SCHOOLS. 


The proper education of the people lies at the foundation of 
our 1epublican institutions, and. is the surest guaranty of their 
perpetuity. Togivetoevery child within its jurisdiction asuitable 
education, 1s the foremost duty of the State. Experience has 
demonstrated that parents and guardians cannot in all cases be 
safely charged with the execution of this important trust. 
Themselves often times illiterate, they are not aware of the 
priceless value, to their children of an education. 

Their poverty also, is frequently an almost insuperable obstacle. 
It is my seitled conviction, that the property of a State or Terri- 
tory should be taxed to defray ali expenses of the education of 
its children, E 

The common schoots should be entirely free to all. . 

I am, however, free to admit, that the time has not yetarrived, 
when this system can be inaugurated to advantage in this Terr- 


ory. 3 
The public lands, geuerously donated by Congress to the Ter- 
ritory for the benefit of common schools, cannot yet be brought 
into market 
_ The fact that the legal title to all real estate in the Territory 
is vet in the general government and such real estate not subject 
to taxation, causes the burden of taxation to fall unequally upon 
the people, 
: A SCHOOL FUND. 


Even now, however, something can be done. A commerce- 
ment of a school fund ean be made. All fines, imposed by the 
courts for a violation of Territorial laws, or city ordinances should 
be set apart for this purpose. I would suggest the passage of a 
ne each of the judges and justices of the peace 
having jurisdiction in such cases to make to the Territorial 
Treasurer, a quarterly report of all fines by them imposed and 
poeedi anu to pay over to such Treasurer all money so col- 

ected. 


The fund so formed, should be securely invested, and the 
annual interest distributed to aid in defraying the expenses 
of common schools. I would also suggest that Congress be 
memorialized to perfect the surveys of the public lands within 
the Territory, to the end that the school and university lands 
be located and leased until the same can be put into market, 
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nud the income thus collected should be distributed in the 
same manner. ; 

I would also suggest that Congress be memoralized to devote 
the proceeds ofthe sale of all town sites in the Territory to the 
school fund. In view of the fact that the donations of land by 
Congress to this *erritory for school purposes, owing to the 
sterile and mountainous character of a great portion of the 
surface of the Territory, are much less ın value than similar 
donations to other Territories, such additional bounty would 
seem but just. . 

From the probans pices at which lots will be sold, I judze 
that nearly if not quite half a million of dollars, would le 
realized in this manner, a most valuable additien to the 
school fund of the Territory and future State. : . 

I should be most happy to unite with you in the presentation nf 
such a memorial and from its intrinsic justice, should antici ze 
forit a favorable consideration. 


TANATION FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES. 


The law passed at -the last session of the Legislature relative 
to common schools gives to the people of each school district, 
the power to levy a tax of nob more than two per cent. to aidin 
defraying the expenses of common schools. I cannot however 


resist the conviction, that such law will be of but small practical 
utility. Itis not imperative—it will not be acted upon in these 
districts where the people aie poor, or possessed of little pulsie 
spirit; the localities where the gieatest necessity exists for t.e 
fostering care of the Legislature. Such taxation should be ita 
perative and upon a basis sufficiently broad to exclude the in- 
fluence of purely local interests and prejudices 

A law which should provide for an annual Territorial or county 
tax, to the amount of one or two dollars for each child, between 
the ages of four and eighteen years in the Territory, as shown 
by the returns of the Sehool Superintendent; the proceeds of 
such tax fo be distributed to each school district, in proportion 
to the number of the scholars therein, upon condition that a 
proper school be supported in the district tor such portion ofthe 
year as the Legislature should prescribe, would in my opinion, 
be eminently wise and judicious; and is perhaps as far as the 
people of the Territory would be inclined to,go, m the matter 
of free schools until the further action of Congiess, relative to the 
public lands. 
. No interest which will be before you at your present session 
is more worthy than this, of your watchful care, and I submit 
the matter to your consideration, confident that it will receive 
from you, the attontion its importance demands. 


THE PUBLIC LANDS. 


I hav already adverted to the desirableness of an early survey 
and sale of the public lands. 
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From the most reliable information within my reach, I judge 
that the surveys already made by the General Government are 
so imperfect as to be practically, almost valueless. It would be 
highly advantageous to the inhabitants of our towns and villages 
to procure a valid title to their lands. Our farmers should be 
allowed to avail themselves of the liberal provisions of the 
homestead law. : 

. A much more substantial character would thereby be given 

totNMe commercial and business transactions within the Terri- 
tory. 

squatter titles, though usually “protected by custom and public 

opinion, are yet subject to be set aside in many contingencies 


and are at best suited only to the period of the earliest settle- . 


ment of a country; not to the condition of a "Territory so far ad- 
vaneed in agriculture and national wealth as this. 

I would therefore suggest that Congress be memorialized 
foi a sufficient appropriation to either defray the expenses of 
a new survey, orof the correction and perfection of the sur- 
veys already made, as shall be found necessary and for such 
other legislation ae shall be required to speedily prepare the 
publie lands for market, and that the President be memorial- 
ized to proclaim such public lands subject to entry and sale, at 
the earliest practicable moment. Y should anticipate for such 
memorial at the present time an especially favorable con- 
sideration fiom the fact that our present Chief Magistrate was 
more instrumental than any other person in procuring the 
passage of the Homestead law, and is desirous that all actual 
settlers be allowed as speedily as possible, to vail themselves o: 
its beneficent provisions. : 


CITY AND TOWN SITES. f 

Should the memorial last referred to receive a favorable ton- 
sideration, the period of two years or thereabouts would 
yo be necessary ta perfect such survey and bring the 
ands into market. % 

Laws however aie already enacted by which title to such 1eal 
estate ,as is embraced in city and town sites, can be much 
inde spvedily obtained. 

Ly chapter 205 of the general laws of the United States for 
1l5ti, as amended by chapter 107 of the laws of 1865, itis pro- 
vided that the claimants of lands embraced within any town 
or city site, may procure to be made an accurate survey and 
plot of such site, copies of which survey-and plot must be filed 
ın the offices of the County Recorder, the register and receiver 
of the land district in which such site 1s located and in the Gen-' 
e Land Office, accompanied by certain statements unde: 
oath. 

Atonce upon such filing, the President is authorized to cause 
the lots within the limits of such city to be offered at public sale 
te the highest bidder, at & not less price than ten dollars for 
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each lot. Prior to such sale, each actual settler can prove 
up and purchase the premises occupied by him, as a preemp- 
tion subject to such minimum price. 

I would urge upon you theimportance of an immediate compli- 
ance with the provisions ofthis law, especially in reference to 
this city. A new survey should be made of all such lots as have 
been subdivided since the original survey and plot ofthe city, 
and from this and such d pue survey, anew plot should be 
taade, in which each new subdivision should be separately num- 
bered. In this manner each proprietor would receive a title to 
his lot, however small, directly from the Government. It is fur- 
ther provided by the law to which I have alluded, that in case 
the claimants to lands within the limits of any city, shall not, 
within one year from its establishment, make and file such piots, 
the Secretary of the Interior shall cause such survey and plot to 
ne made at the expense of the Government, and the lands shall 
thereupon be sold in the same manner. In such case, however, 
the law is imperative, that fifty per centshall be added to the 
minimum price of each lot. 

This increased price which would thus be fixed upon your 
property would exceed many hundred times the expense of such 
survey and plot by your own surveyor. 

The year within which your survey and plot should have 
properly been made and filed has already elapsed; but inasniuch 
as the Secretary of the Interior has not yet taken action in the 
matter, an immediate compliance with the Jaw, on your jart, 
will yet bein time. 

For like reasons, iPwould be desirable that, at an early day 
similar plots be made and filed of each of the other tity and town 
-ites within the Territory. . 

PUBLIC HIGHWAYS. 

The expense of the transportation to this Territory of all ar- 
ticles here consumed which are not produced within our own 
vorders, is a Det burdensometax, both upon the General Govern- 
ment and upoh our ple. An expenditure of half a million 
dollars, in bridging the numerous small streams between Gz: at 
Salt Lake City and the Missouri river, and in otherwise imjaov- 
ing that great national thoroughfare, would result in saving 
many times that amount each year to the Government and tothe 
people of this and the adjoining Territories. 

Small steamboats have recently been placed upon the Caüloia- 
do, for the purpose of transporting freight to Callville, the head of 
navigation upon that river. I am informed that the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars, or thereabouts, judiciously expended, 
would be sufficient fo construct a wagon road frem the southern 


portion of our Territory to Callville. This would reduce the land 


carriage of freight from the ports of the Atlantic and Pacifie 


States to Great Salt Lake City, below six hundred miles, and 
eertain classes of freight could doubtless be transported in that 
manner much more economically than by the present route. 
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Such road weuld also open for settlement an extensive tract of 
territory, now but little known, but supposed to abound in 
mineral wealth and valuable agricultural lands. : 

For these reasons I would Er LAU that Congress be memoria- 
lized to appropriate the sum of five bundred thousand dollars for 
the improvement of the road from the Missouri river, and for the, 

- further sum of fifty thousand for the building of the road to Colo- 
rado. Ihave reason to believe that similar memorials relative 
to the road first above named, will be presented to Congress by 
the Legislatures of all the adjoining Territories. 

MINERAL RESOURCES. 

a Within the past year, numerous mines of coal, lead and the pre- 
cious metals have been discovered in various parts of the Terri- 
tory. Tne present indications are, that many of these mines are 
of surpassing richness, and that their discovery has but just 
commenced, These mines are of great worth to the people of 
this Territory, both from their intrinsic value, aud from the ex- 
eellent home market, their development and working will afford 
for our surplus agricultural productions, which have been, and 
will doubtless continue to be, the principal sources of our wealth 
and prosperity. 

For these reasons any measures you may be able to adopt, to 
promote the development of our mineral resourees will be most 
beneficial to our people. 

The establishmentof a minerological cabinet in this city, under 
the charge of some suitable person, whose duty it should be, to 
solicit contributions of specimens, not only of the minerals above 
named, but also of salt, iron, sulphur, alum, saltpetre, and any 
other minerals of value discovered inany partof the Territory, 
would be attended with but little expense, and would be highly 
advantageous. 

A suitable person acting thus under the auspicgg of the Le- 
gislature, could, in a few years form a collection of gfeat and per- 
manent value. 

Could a thorough geological survey of the Territory bemade it 
would doubtless result in the discoyery ofnmumorous new deposits 
of coal, iron, and the precious metals. 

Persons desirous of engaging in coal or other mining enterpri- 
ses could proceed much more intelligently in the light-of such a 
survey, which should determine with scientific accuracy the 
proper localities for the el ARS hip of capital and labor. 

In view of the great desirableness to our own people of such 
information, especially in reference to deposits of coal, the want 
of which in convenient localities, is one ofthe greatest hindran- 
ces to our prosperity, I would recommend that Congress be me- 
mori to cause & full and eareful geological survey of the 
Territory to be made. T 


THE TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 
At the time of the organization of the Terrtitory, the sum of five 
% 
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thousand dollars was appropriated for the purchase of a Library. 
‘From the number and character of the books purchased, I should 
judge that the original appropriation was expended somewhat in- 
judiciously. There is a great deficiency of standard works of re- 
terence for the use of the Judges and members of the Legislature. 

In view of this deficiency in works, almost indispensable, I 
would recommend that Congress be memorialized to appropriate 
the sum of three thousand dollars for the purchase of additional 
Looks; such appropriation to be expended under the direction of 
our Delegate in Congress and a committee to be appointed by 
the Legislature. 

BOUNDARY. li 

-à question has arisen between the authorities of Oneida County, 
.dnho, and those of Cache County, in this Territory, relative to the 
loeation of the boundary line between the two Territories. 

Certain settlements, heretofore supposed to be in Utah, are now 
claimed to be within the Territorial limits of Idaho. For the 
Purpose of seftling this question, I would recommend that the 
murveyor-General of the Territory, or some other suitable person, 
ie appointed a Commissioner, to meet with a similar Commission- 
er to beappointed on the pue of the Territory of Idaho, and to sur- 
vey that portion ofthe boundary line passing through, or near 
tae territory in dispute. 

IRRIGATION, 


My attention has been called to the fact that no general law 
upon the subject of irrigation has yet been enacted. Thesubject, 
inview of the many rights, legal and equitable therein involved, 
:5 one of great importance, and will, with the increasing popula- 
non ofthe Territory, require careful legislation. 

J am not sufficiently familiar with the subject to feel competent 
to make suggestions as to the details of the laws necessary to be 
made. In fact, Aws sufficient for all emergencies cannot be en- 
forced until the titles to real estate are perfected, and the power 
tolevy andcollect taxes upon the same thereby acquired. 

Inasmugh, however; as the preparation of proper general laws 
upon this subject fo a work requiring much thought and labor, 
should no legislation in reference thereto be had at your present 
-e-3ion, it would be advisable to appoint a committee with instruc- 
tions to prepare bills upon the subject and toreport the same for 
your consideration at the next session of the Legislature. 


TURNPIKE ROADS. 


Turnpike, toll bridge, or ferry companies, for the improve- 
nient dt highways, in the charters of which , exclusive privileges 
are granted to companies or individuals, should be incorporated 
as rarely as possible. Wherever the settlement of the country 
will justify the expense, such roads, bridges or ferries, should be 
constructed by local taxation, assisted, in proper cases, by appro- 
vriations from the Territorial Treasury, and the highways made

freeto the traveling public. And in eases where, by reason ofthe 
sparsenesss of population or the great difficulties to be surmounted 
in the opening of highways, a different rule is adopted, the rights 
of the public should be carefully guarded. Provision should be 
made tor the lowest rates of toll and the briefest enjoyment of 
the franchise, consistent with the proper remuneration of the 
parties engaging in the enterprise. ZEN 

The road from this city, through Parley’s kanyon to the 
Weber river, appears to me to bea proper locality for the con- 
struction of atoll road. A good road is especially desirable, on 
account of our supplies of coal being brought over that route. 
The constiuetion of such a road would be attended with no incon- 
siderable expense. The settlements upon the Weber are small, 
and from the fact that a large proportion of the travel upon 
the 1oad is by freighters, immigrants, miners, and others not 
residents of the Territory, it would not be the most appropriate 
locality for expenditure by the Territorial Government. 

I would, therefore, suggest to you the propriety of adopting a 
jomtiesolution, authorizing the Governor, or some other Territo- 
nal officer to receive bids from responsible parties for the con- 
atruction of a good turnpike road upon this route, upon condition 
of receiving a charter from the Legislature forthe term of ten 
years; such bids to be accompanied by sufficient guarantees to 
maintain the road. in food order during that time, and specifying 
the lowest rates of toll which would be accepted. 5 

Should such resolution be speedily adopted, bids might be re- 
ceived and the charter awarded during the present session of the 
Legislature, and the public thusenjoy the benefits of theimproved 
highway during a portion, at least, of the coming year. 


NEW POSTAL ROUTES. 


In regard to increased mail facilities, your more correct infor- 
mation willenable you to suggest to Congress and the Postmaster- 
General such measures as the wants and welfare of the Territory 
seem to demand, CHARLES DURKEE.

Of the convicts in custody during the pest year, seven bave been 


pardoned, four have successfully escaped, two deceased and two re- 


main in custody, one discharged on writ of habeag corpus, one taken 
prisoner by the United States military authorities, with a view of 
trying him for desertion. I have mado official request. that, when 
said convict had been tried, and if not found guilty, or if found guilty 
and the sentence of the conrt martial duly executed, (ii not unto 
death) to notify me that I might take possession of him and execute 
the sentence of the court. I lave received no official information on 
the subject, hence I eonclude that he has not yet had a trial, or, if 
tried, that the sentence of the court martial has not yet been executed. 

Since the first of January, 1865, there have~been thirty-two indi- 
vidual attempts to escape, besides some general conspiracies to force 
a break and fight their way through the guard; in'this, all the con- 
victs were not concerned. The conduct of many of the conyicls has 
been such as to render it necessary to keep many of them in irons for 
their security and for the safety of the guard. ; 

There has been more than usual sickness among the conyicts; at 
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present, all are ingood health. Under the circumstances that have 
existed, I think much credit is due most of the guard for their 
watchfulness and unceasing diligence to retain convicis. 

The cells are in a dilapidated condition, consequently. it is unsafe 
without night guard. EA 

In view of the foregoing, and for various other reasons, I would 
respectfully suggest that you recommend to the Legislative Assem- 
bly that they discontinue the institution, and provide other ways 
and means to disposé of convicts.

In the second section, it is provided that the eorporation may pur- 
chase, hold or sell real estate, both within and without its corporate 
limits. There is no limitation whatever to this power.” The authori- 
ty to thus deal in and hold real estate for other than necessary pub- 
lic uses, is entirely foreign to the proper objects of a municipal cor- 
poration, and is a power, by the ‘improper exercise of which, could 
be created a most unjust and oppressive monopoly. While it is not 
at all probable that the good people of Tooele, in their corporate 
capacity, would so conduct themselves as to bring about such an un- 
fortunate result, yet it isnot wise for the legislature to create a 
power capable of such great abuse, l 


* 
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By thé provisions of the 13th section the Mayor and Aldermen are' 


made members of a species of municipal court, with jurisdiction over 
eases arising under the ordinances of the corporation. 


There is an evident impropriety in any official body first enacting 


in one capacity laws or ordinances, and then in another capacity, sit- 
ting as a court forthe construction or enforcement of such laws or 
ordinances. This is such a blending of the Legislative and Judicial 
departments of a government, as is at all times recognized as a most 
grave and serious evil. 

Farther, it is provided by the Organic Act, that the Judicial 
pue of the Territory shall be vested in 3 Supreme Gourt, District 


ourts, Probate Courts atid Justices of the Peace. It would seem. 


to me clear, that any action of the Legislature whereby courts, other 
than those named in the Organic Act were created, would be with- 
eut authority and void. If this view be correct, and of it, as a legal 
proposition, [can entertain no doubt all decisions of a municipal or 


other court thus created, would be without binding force, and might - 


ultimately lead to vexatious and expensive litigation. 

I observe also that there is no limitation as to the amount of tax- 
es which may be levied by the City Council. Such a limitation is 
prescribed by such of the other city charters heretofore granted as 
I have examined, and is, in my opinion, a wise and judicious pro- 
vision.

Guntiesmn:—The labors of the Agricultural Society during the 
past year have been chiefly confined to raising pure seedin their 
gardens situated at the mouth of Emigration kanyon. 

"The high waters of Inst spring washed away the dam in Emigra- 
tion kanyon, thereby depriving the gardens of water, at a time when 
many of the seeds required it the most. Water, however, was pro 
cured by crecting s now dam in time to save the sorghum crop, also 
the carrots, beets, radish and some of the onions which were planted 
for the production af seed. The amount raised of these, however, is 
considerably diminished, on account of the Inck of water during the 
breaking of the dam audits reconstruction, í 

The Society planted the Imphce cane seed in eigbteen hundred and 
sixty three and sixty four, which, although a good varioty and very 
rich in saccharine matter, requires too long a season to come to 
maturity to adapt it for general cultivation in this "Territory; aud 
owing to the uncertainity of fully ripening the seed of that variety, 
the Society have experimented this year on the Sorghum received 
from the Patent Office this last spring, the seed of which will fully 
mature in any ordinary season. The experiments this year made at 
the gardens with the Sorghum, bas resulted in producing one hur- 
dred gallons of fine clear syrup tothe acre. There has been raised 
upwards of one thousand pounds of fine ripe seed, which, from the 
grent Geterioratien ef the seed now used, will doubtless be a great 

leaning to tbe Territory. 

The Society have received several sacks of Agricultural re- 
ports for eighteen hundred and sixty-two, on receipt it was fondly 
anticipated they were the reports for eighteen hundred and sixty 
three, but these have not yet reached here, save five copies forward- 
ed by the courtesy ef Hon. Isaac Newton, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture: those received have been mostly distributed to the leading 
Agriculiuriats and Hortloulturists throughout the Territory. 

Mr. L. S. Hemanway, of this city, having made experiments with 
the potatoe frem seed, succeeded after several years in producing 
three varieties which he considers & valuable rai baat not only 
fer their excellence ia flavor but their superiority in yield over auy 
ether varity Frown ae eis: ne three varie i tlie hes 
experimeuted this year, though their petatoe patch was infeste 
with gophers the yield was extraordinary, but the Society cannot 
recommen for flaver any of Mr, Hemanway’s varieties when com- 
paral with the meshanic, on other soils however the result might bo 
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different. Jxperiments were also made with a potatoe introduced 

here by Mr. Staines, from New York, which promises well for table 

use and for an early variety. ; MP ee |

impel me to withhold my signature from a bill entitled “An act to ii 
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vorporate the Deseret Irrigation. and Navigation. Compauy,” whieh 
has been received at this offica, — 16 is with tho greateat regret thai I 
find myself obliged to adopt this course. 

' The tudertaking contemplated by the bill. is oue which, carried 
out as it is to bo, purely by private capital and enterprise, awakens 
iny admiration by its magnitude nnd boldness, Tiis an undortaking, 
before entering upon which, tha enterprising capitalists ef our oldest 
and wemtilest States might well hesitate, aud therefore the mere re- 
markuble in the people of this Territory: a young aud purely agri- 
eultural comunity, and isolated in a great measure from the 
markets and commerce of the world, — . 

I would observe iu the first instance, that the desirubleness and 
even necessity of work similar to that contemplated by the bill, is 
most apparent. A vast tract of fertile land, lying bebween the pro- 
posed canal and the bed of the Jordan river, which, is now worthless 
for agricultural purposes, by reason of want of faeihties for Irviza- 
tion, would be thereby rendered available. In seuxons of scarcity of 
water, this city would be greatly benefitted by the proposed work. 

But inasmuch ns it is proposed to incorporate a company with per- 
perual snecession, and à company, the incorporation of which would 
of necessity exelude ull eompetition, and in whose power will be 
virtually placed the future welfare and prosperity of the district Le- 
fore referred to, it is important that the rights of the future settlers 
upan (hose lands be guarded with care, In this Territory, where 
without irrigation ne rroul(ine fs impossible, the water of oar stream 
shon be looked npon as the property of the ontire people, to he 
maed aud regulated in saeh manner as shall best promote their in- 
terest? and in delegating to any individual or corporation u right to 
the control and munngewent of any stream, this fact should evar be 
borne in mind, j , : 

It gives mo pleasure to state further, that could the work he per 
petually in charge of the liberal and intelligent gontlemen named as 
vorporators, my objections to the bill would be cheerfully waived, bui 
in this matter, you are legislating for generntions yot to come. 

The following are some of the objoctions to whieh I have adverted: 

1, ‘The corporation is endowed. with an unlimited power, to prr- 
ehage and hold real estate. 

While it is conceded that à power should bo granted the cürpora- 
tion te hold such real estate ag is necessary for the construction and 
operation of the canal, io wecessity is perceived for n further exten- 
sion of this power. A gront and burdensoma monopoly might thus 
, be created :

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2. No time is as\Nipned within which the work myst be commenced

The neeessity for such a canal is so apparent, that its construction 
is simply a question of time. The grant of this charter would 
virtually prevent all other parties from ehngaging in the work, The 
company, by deferring for a long period the commencement of their 
work, as they are not prevented from doing by the terms of their 
ehorter, might thus greatly retard the agricultural development of 
she resion dependent for water upon the river Jordan and Utah 
lake. 

3. No dimensions me preseriued for the proposed canal, The coni- 
struction of a simple ditch would bé n comphance with the require- 
ments of the charter, In the grant of go important a franchise, 
amme guarantees should be provided in the charter itself, that the 
work be constructed upon a scale of magnitude commensurate with 
the present and future needs of the country, 

4 No rates are fixed at which water shall be furnished for agricultu- 
vail or other uses, nor is it provided that such rates be uniform to all 
eonsumers, nor is the company obliged to furnish water to the settlers 
2t all. 

It is conceived that there is much forec to each. of these objec 
nons, While it may not be practicable at present, before the eost 
of the work is Known, to fix an exact tari? of the rates at which 
water be furnished, yet the power of fixing such rates should he re 
served in the Legislature. The corporation should be entitled to 
vharge such rates and no more, as would yield to ita fair compensa 
tion, above all uecessary expenses, for she capital invested in the 
work. Reports of receipts and disbursements should be made to the 
Legislutare aunually, us the basis for occasional readjustments of 
such rates, singe the eost to each consumer would naturally diminish 
with the settlement of. the country and greater demand for water 
thereby created, without corresponding increase iu. the eost of me 
nishing the same , 

The company should also be obliged to furnish wate to its con- 
sumors at pnifurm vates, As a(preséut, provided, if would he in 
the powor of the company, by an exorbitant wharge for water, to 
render utterly worthless the real estate of any landed proprietor, 
whom, for any reason, it might desire to perecoute or oppress. 

The company should also be required to furnish water to all dc 
anding it for agricultural parposes along the line of the canal. By 
an arbitrary discrimination im favor of vertain settlers, it could er 
lirely prevent the settlement, of uny particular locality, 
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h will be perceived shut each of thesa last several objections rests 
üpon the principle previously enunciated; that although a private 
enterprise, this' projeet possesses many of tha characteristics of s 
public work; that the water capable af being used for purposes ot 
irrigation is the property of the present and future agriculturists ot 
the Territory, and that the corporation is simply the appointed ens-

The greatest Jack from which our educational interests poy suffer, 
1s that of qualified teachers. In his report for 1863 ihe Superten- 
dent recommended that an appropriation be made from the Perrito- 
vial funds to defray the expenses of tuition of a limited number (to 
be divided equitably among the counties) of those pupils, who had 
mastered the elementary branches of education and who were willing 
to declare in wiiting that it is their intention, in further qualifying 
themselves to become teachersin this Euritory. It was further 
recommended that an annual appropriation be made to any city or 
eities which shall maintain a free school or schools wherein the chil- 
dren of the poor may be educated gratuitously, and, when necessary, 
furnished with school books. Said Territorial Appropriation not to 
excceY one-third the expenses of maintaining such school or schools, 
leaving the counties and cities to furnish respectively the other two- 
tuds; provided, that such schools are maintained-on economical 
principles, and that the school teachers hired to teach therein, be re- 
quired to report such schools4n conformity with law. 

Any nieasmes that‘the Assembly may devise, which would be «n 
incentive to our youth to qualify themselves to become teachers 
would be a step that would gieatly enhance the cause of education 

While it would not only be untimely, but inappropriate, to attempt 
a homily on the rearing of youth, it may not be amiss for the Super- 
intendent to suggest the propriety of parents and guardians instilling 
into the minds of the youth the necessity of qualifying themselves 
for usefulness, by studying the mathematics, book-keeping, architec- 
ture, practical surveying, the living languages, and those legal forms 
«which are necessary in the transaction of business with the various 
States of the Union, as well as the nations of the earth. 

The minds of the rising generation should be pate ide in these 
channels of usefulness for the public weal requires it, and if the 
generally received axiom be true, that “as the twig is bent, so is the 
tree inclined,” it'only needs the early attention and influence of par- 
ents and guardians to seeure this desirable result. — Kp? 

The “good, hard sense,* af the ‘‘indwellers of these mountains, 
coupled with the peculiar chcumstances in which they have been 
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placed, has enabled them to discard the false philosophy of the old 
schools, which has made the éducational path one of the most dif- 
cult and forbidding that mortals would voluntarily consent to thread, 
transforming in many cases, the beautiful and symmetrical forms of 
youth into pale, attenuated shadows, incapacitated for endurance and 
usefulness, and what is still worse; inducing an intellectual costive- 
ness, which seldom, if ever, admits of a radical cure, While this 
stand-point occupied by us produces pleasant reflections, Jet us be- 
ware of getting too far on the opposite side of the question, how- 
ever safe it may appear tobe, The study of book-keeping, the 
higher mathematics, the grammar of our language, though in them- 
selves, to many pupils, presenting little attraction, are so essential, in 
most of the pursuits of life, that the man of business who lacks a 
knowledge of these branches, readily perceives the vantage ground 
occupied by their possessor, and often is made to fec) 4 humiliation 
which, though deeply to be regretted, seems to the advanced in life, 
irreparable.
